But 
before Chriſt 1297. Thirteen years after that 
GOD appeared to Abram, in order to renew 
his Covenant, and the Promiſes he hid for- | 
merly made him. Upon this occafzon he 
changed his Name, ſo that whereas betore he 
was called 4bram, he would have them from 
thence forward to be called Abraham; and | 
that his Wife, who till then had been named 
Sarai, ſhould be call 'd Sara.

This was the conſtruQion of the Tabernacle, 
| which (S. Auſtin faith) was fuil of Myſterics, 
and was a viſible Figure of the Church. This 
| Portative Temple , which was tranſported in 
ſeveral places, did denote the Church whilſt 
jt is yet here on Earth, and in a ſtate of in. 
ſtability and place of Paſſage; as fince the 
Temple of Solomon figures the Church to, be in 
| its fate of ſtability,and in its Heavenly babi- 
zation. The Boards which made the Wal's in 
the Tabernacle, ſignified the ſtrong Perſons 
| which uphold the whole Church by the ſolidity 
[of their Yertue. 'The Silver Baſes upon which 
{hey were placed,gid denote the Purity of the 
Doftrin and Truth upon which ſhe is fixed. 
The Golden Tapeſtries, adorned with Embro:- 
1dery of different ſorts, which gliſtered on all 
[{ides of the Temple , ſignified the different 
Vertues of the Ele , which altogether form 
an agrecable Variety to the Glory of GOD, 
1and Ornament of the Church. 

But as the Fathers do very well remark, 
each 'particular part of this Tabernacle did not 
rompoſe only a Dwelling-place where GOD 
did inhabit.

more than others. Wherefore alſo they were 
often called to Repentance by GOD,who to that 
end made uſe of the Miniſtry of hu Prophets, 
as well as ſevere Judgments aud Chaſtiſc- 
tnents,with which he wifited them : And as a 
fore-running preſage of their final Ruin , he 
uffered Tiglath-Pileſer 30 lead away the whole 
Tribe of Nephthali Captive into Aſſyria; yet 
all thu had no good effeft upon them. 
True it us, that GOD alway reſerved as 
mongſt them- a ſmall number, according tv the 
Eleftion of Grace , to which end the Holy 
Schools and Colledges of the Prophets were 
wery conducive : But becauſe the generality of 
toeſe Apoſtate Iſraelites perſevered in their 
Impiety and Defeftion , the LORD in hu ju 
Judgment at laſt wholly rejefted and caſt them 
off. For Salmanaſar, King of Aſſyria, having 
Invaded the Land of Iſrael with avaſt Army, 
took Samaria, after a three years Siege , and 
carried all the Iiraelites Captive into hiswwn 
jCountry ; which was the final Cataſtrophe of 
the Kingdom of Iſrael, having continued 
(according to the Computation of ſome) 2.62 
ears, or thereabouts. es 

The Kingdom of Judah alſo, not wery long 
after, ended much in a like manner : For tho' 
the Fews had the true Worſhip of GOD gene- 
rally continued amongſt them,eſpecially auring 
the Reigns of their good and religious Kings,

Our Bleſſed LORD: admired -the Faith of 
this Centurion ; and the Chrrch has fo admi- 
red 1t, after his Example, that ſhe offers it 
continually as a Model to her Children , and 
puts the' Words of this Holy Man, into the 
Mouths of her Miniſters and People , when 
they are ready to receive the ſame LORD, 
to whom this great Man ſpake. 

Wherefore to draw.the Inſtruftion which 
our Saviour Feſus Chriſt and his Efpouſe, weuld 
have us to draw from fo great an Example, 
we ought to have in Imitation of this Cents- 
7:01, a profound Humility of Soul; And to 
believe our ſelves unworthy to offer up the: 
leaſt requeſt to our Saviour, For he muſt 
hear us, for his own Merits ſake, and not for 
any thing that is in us, to make our Prayers 
acceptable. 

We ought alſo to Believe, as ſay the Holy 
Fathers, That the lexſt Word of our Saviour, | 
can Operate, if he pleaſeth , as grear effects 
in our Souls , as his Divine Body. For this 
Centurion, did in effe&, receive by the Sole 
Wore of our Saviour , the ſame Grace, as i 
he had received his P:efcnce.

'' A Fer the cure of ſo many ſeveral Diſea-; 
A ſes, our bleſſed Saviour did that which 
x was more {urprizing ; 
which is, the Miracle of 
the ReſurretFion from the dead. The firft, 
which the Holy Goſpel denotes,that Jeſus Chriſt 
raiſed up to Life, is a young Damſel, Aged 
"Twelve years, who was Daughter to a Ruler 
of the Synagogue, Naned Jarruc. 

There appeared nothing extraordinary 11 
this Miracle, nor in the Faith of the 'Father, 
who being on this account , of a Teraper dit- | 
terent' from the Centurion, ſuffered our Yawvi- 
our to come to his Houſe; nor in the Faith of 
this Damſcl that was raiſed up, of whoſe ac- 
knowledgment , the Goſpel makes no menti- 
on; norin that of thoſe, who were preſent ; 
ſeeing: on the contrary they derided our bleſied 
LORD , tor ſaying this young Damſel Slept, 
and was not.dead. - 

j The ſecond Reſurref#ion, we read of in 
the Goſpel, contains ſomething more particu- 
lar,. as will appear by what follows. 

| When our bleſſed Saviour went into the 
| City of NAIM, accompanied by his Diſciples, 
and great Croud of People, he met with a 
dead Corps at the Gates of the Town, that 
was going to be Buried, which was the only 
Se .of a Widow, who much lamented his 
ath. Our Saviour was moved with com- 
pallion at the fight, and though ſhe ſpake 
| Not to hjm, yet her Tears called aloud for 
| compaſſion. He drew near to her, and bid 
Her hold her peace; and then ſtopping thoſe 
that carricd this dead Body , he Touched the 
Bier, whereon this young man Iay, and bid 
\ him ariſe, which he immediately did, and he 
 eclivered him to his Mother, 
' This: Miracle contains great Inſiruf/ons, 
as is obſerved by the Ancient Fathers, We. 
{ hence learn, that nothing happens by Chance ; 
| and that wharever appears to Men , to be a 
| meer accident, 'is a 1eal deſign in GOD ; for 
our Saviour came by on purpoſe, to raiſe this 
dead Man to Liie. We may here remark, 
| That theſe Bearers whom Jeſ14 Chriſt ſtops 
in the way, are the Devils, which carry the 
Soul into Hell, which is its laſt reſting place ;

Theſe Bearers are really horrible ; whenes 
we may truly judge, that the Soul of a Sin. 
ner is but a meer inanimate Corps, that is noe 
able toſtir it ſelf, unleſs the Dew:ls bear itup 
and move it, as they are ſaid to enter into the 
dead. Bodies of wicked perſons to appear Yi. 
ſible to our Sight. 

And therefore this Circumſtance of the 
Goſpel , agrees with what is ſaid in another 
place of the ſame Writings : That Feſus Chrif 
muſt firſt bind the firong Man , to ſpoil him 
of his Veſſels , which is to ſay , the Soul , in 
which he inhabits, as in his common dwelling, 
And incffe& when we conſider the difficulty 
there is in converting & Sou!, that is a Slave to 
Luſt; we find it ſo great, that it cannot 
done, unleſs our Saviour do's firſt tye up the 
Devils, ro make this Man love that, which 
before he abhorred. 
Our bleſſed LORD, having reſtored this 
young Man to Life , he gave him to his Me- 
ther, to whom he belonged; as well for that 
ſhe had brought him into the World , as like- 
wiſe, becauſe ſhe had reſtored him apain to 
it by her Prayers, which ſhews us our great 
Obligation to 'the Church ; and that we are 
not able ſufficiently to requite the great care 
ſhe has took of us. And therefore the Holy 
Fathers have faid, that theſe dead being 
again raiſed up by the Prayers of the Church 
ought after their Converſion, to be in Mourn- 
ing with the Divine Mother , to obtain altos 
gether the ReſurreFion of their Brethren, whole 
Death ſhe {till bewails.

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UR bleſſed LORD and Saviour, hiving 
bin informed of the Death of S. John 
Tn the year of whe theBaptiſi,withdrewthere- 
common Era 32. upon into the Deſert ; 
the Third of Chrifts taking his Diſciples along 
Preaching. with him, to learn his 
Church to retire to places of Retreat in times 
of Danger. And this was the more neceſſary, 
by how much the Miracles of Feſw Chriſt 
began to be taken notice of at Court: and 
Herod Antipater, the Son of him who had 
| put the Innocent Ch:laren to Death , was in 
trouble to know who this man ſhould be that 
was ſo powerful, both in Word and Deed ; 
Imagining ſome times, he was S. John the 
Baprift—whom he had put to Death ; who 
being Riſen trom the Dead, wrought all theſe 
wondertul things. 

Such Imaginations as theſe trouble the 
Repoſe of this wicked Prince ; whilſt our 
Saviour was Retired into the Wilderneſs , 
where Herod could not hinder -the People 
from Running after him : for he was follow- 
ed by near five thouſand Perſons, who were 
continually attentive to his Dottrin and Mira- 
cles, Their Minds, were ſo taken up with 
| what they ſaw and heard from him, that 
they forgot to take along with them their

But the Jews be 
ing reſfolved-to put our Saviour to Death 
ſhewed by the Shouts and Uproars they made 
that they liked not Pilates Opinion of hirl, 

Pilate therefore thinking to aſlwage their 
Rage, and to gratific their revengeful Spirit; 
condemned our Saviour to be ſcourged, ima» 
gining that this pun;ſhment might be a means 
to make him eſcape Death. 

Then Judas, when heſaw how far the Ene- 
mies of our Sav/our began to carry their Re-

fitting at the right Hand of his Father. 
They haled him immediately out of the 
Town, and whilſt they were St03:120 him , this 
holy Man kneeling on the Ground , prayed |

The Church has celebrated chiefly i in this 
Proto. Martyr , the Charity he ſhewed for 
thoſe who ptt him to Death. Herein he eſp pe- 
cially Appeared to be the true Diſciple of 
Jeſus Chriſt ; and ſhewed , that the _Apoſto- 
lical Liberty with which he (pake , was only 
an effe& of his great Love to them. *Tis.nor 
to hate Men,to ſhew them with earneſtneſs the 
great Abuſes they commit.

Church received by the Death of S. 
The ſame Year 33, of the Perſecution, whichy 
was begun againſt her, 
whereby the Vertue of her Children became 
more firmly eſtabliſhed. The Faithful were 
diſperſed throughout the moſt remote Provin- 
ces, and by this diſperſion, the Faith was 
planted in all parts of the known World. 
About this time S. Philip the Daacon went 
to Samaria, where he Preached the Goſpel, 
and Converted ſeveral Perſons , who were 
affeted with the holineſs of his DoFrin, and 
the great number of his Miracles. When 


Simon, who was a great Magician , and had 
for a long time {cduced the whole Town of 
Samaria by his Enchantments , did alſo be-

became S.Philip's Diſciple. 

The Apoſtles, who remained at Jeruſalem 
during the Perſecution , hearing that the 
Town - of Samaria' had embraced the Faith, 
ſent thither S. Peter and S. Jon , to confer 
on- them rhe Holy Spirit, which rhey bad not 
yet received. . | X 

Simen obſervirig , that theſe two Apoſtles 
conferred the giſts of the Holy Ghoſt by the 
Impoſition of Hands, came and offered 'them 
Mony,entreating them to give him this Power,

lay his Hands , ſhould alſo receive the Holy 
Ghoſt, |

The Charict being then come to a place 
where there was Water , he cauſed it to ſtop, 
and, demanded what hindred his being Bap- 
tized? Philip anſwered him , That if he 
believed , he knew no Impediment: Which 
the Eunuch affirming, they both deſcended 
into the Water, where Philip baprized him ; 
who was, as it were, the firſt Fruits of his 
Gentiliſm, When he came out of the Water, 
the Spirit took up-Philip, and the Exnuch 
ſaw hin no more, praiſing GOD , with great 
Tranſports of Joy, for the Grace he had 1c-

.them, king certain Jews along with him, 
Whilſt he was entring into Ceſares, Cornelius 
(who expeRted him, with his 7riexds and Re- 
lations) went to meer him,and caſt himſelf at 
his Feet : But S.Perer lifted him up, (aying to 
him, That he -was alſo a Men. When they 
were entred, S. Peter repreſented immediately 
by Cornelius, the averſion which the Fews had 
to converſe with the Gentiles ; and he asked 
of him, Wherefore he ſent for him. Corne- 
lius recounted to. him his Y3fion, after which 
S.Peter declared Jeſus Chriſt to him ; and 
whilſt he was yet ſpeaking , the Holy Ghoſt 
deſcended on all them that were preſent, 
whom S.Peter cauſgd immediately to be Bap- 
tized, He tarried ſome days with them, and 
at his Return , the Jews murmured much at 
what he had done. Buy this humble Diſciple 
of Jeſus Chriſt , far from angrily Rebuking 
thoſe , who ſo unjuſtly blamed his ConduR, 
would on the contrary give them an account 
of it. He repeated to them in order his 
Vifion, and alſo that of Cornelius. He added, 
That they might inform themſelves of the 
Truth of theſe things by Six Witneſſes, which 
he had brought along with him ; and that 
in fine, he could not reſiſt the Holy Sp:rit, and 
that ſecing ir deſcended on theſe Perſons , he 
could not refuſe to Baptize them. 

This modeſt Anſwer ſtopr theſe Com- 
plaints , and became fince to all the Church 
an admirable Example for its Paſtors; which 
ſhews them, That they loſe nothing of their 
Authority, when their Charity leads them to 
uſe Condeſcenſion and Moderation towards 
the People under their Charge. |

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Apoſiles ; for he with the 2 Sons of Zebeaee, 
which accompanied him, were the only Wit- 
neſſes and Spefators of his Transfiguration, 
which was a Type of his future ſtate of Glory, 
And when the ColleFors of the Tribute Mony; 
came to gather their Tribute , Peter is the 
Perſon conſulred in this Aﬀair ; whoacquaint- 
ing our *Saviour therewith, was immediately 
ordered 10 go Fiſh for the Shekel, which was 
to be paid to the ColleFers, which accordingly 
was done. He is chiefly made mention of 
in all caſes of doubt and controverſy, as the 
molt inquiſitive to be info;med, as in the 
Queſtion, How oft a Man is obliged to for- 
give his Brother for an injury done; and upon 
the difmiſſion of the Nung Man who came 
partly to ask, what he ſhould do to gain 
Eternal Life ; with this anſwer , That he 
ſhould ſell bis Effate, and give the Mony to 
| the Poor ;. S, Peter puts in his Querie, What 
reward they ſhould have, who had forſaken 
all their worldly concerns to follow Chriſt ? 
| To which he received this ſatisfattory an- 
 ſwer. That ample recompence ſhould be 
| given in this World, and Eternal Life in the 
| other. 
And now our Saw:oxy foreſceing his appre- 
| henfion and Crucifixion drew on apace , he 
| he haſtens to celebrate the Paſſover with his 
| Diſciples ; whoſe Feet he waſh't, which Peter; 
| in modeſty would have refuſed, as not WOr- 
thy to atcept of ſo great an Honour , for! 
which he met with a Reproof, our Saviour,! 
telling him, That if he waſh't \him not, he 
could hawe no part in him. Whereupon ke 
refigned  himiclf up to his Maſters Will, 
Crying ont, Lord, not my Feet cyly, but alſo 
wy Hands and Head, After the Laſt Supper, 
and the Waſhing their Feet ; he began to dif 
courſe more plainly to them ot his gcing to 
Suffer ; and when he ſpoke of leaving them, 
and going where they could not follow , Peter 
moſt particularly ſhews his reſentment, and, 
great zeal to follow him wherever he went, 
not only to Priſon, but even .-to Death it; 
ſelf; and in the Mount of Olives, whither 
they went, after the Celebration of the Paſſ-; 
over, he-perſifts in his reſolute conſtancy to 
his Maſter, ſaying, Theugh all the reſt ſhould! 
forſake and aeny him, yet would not he. 
From the Mount of Olives, our Saviour

the Cntecis ot 
greateſt Saints; for he that bur lately had| 
ſo Zealouſly expreſt himſelf in his Maſters] 
bebalf, could not warth an hour with him in 
his greateſt extreamity, but fell faſt aſleep, to. | 
gether with James and John, However our 
Lerd, conſidering well the frailties of Human 
paſt over this neglect only with a 
mild Rebuke , and excuſes them ſaying , 
The Spirit us willing, but the Fleſ> us weak.| 
Whilſt this and other like Diſcourſes, paſt 
between our Lord and the 3 Apoſtles, there 
was offered a freſh occaſion to Peter, to 
ſhew his duty and concernment for his Maſter; 
for the hour being come, a Band of Souldiers 
was ſent by the High Prieſt, to Seize our 
SaVIOUr, 
Manlike than Apoſtolitk virtue, for drawing 
his Sword in his Defence, he Smote Malchw 
the High Prieſis Servant, and cut off his 
Ear. This attempt might in the Eye of the 
World have gained him great Repuratiou, 
but- it met with a check ſuitable to the 
raſhneſs of it ; eſpecially ſince he muſt needs 
have been better inſtruQed, by his long con- 
verſe with the Son of GOD, than to be igno- 
rant of theſe Divine Myſteries, and how the 
Scriptures were to be ſulfilled, for the Re- 
demption of Man- kind : Wherefore he was 
commanded as an offender,ts put up hisSword, 
with this ſevere Repremand, that, They who 
uſe the Sword, ſhould periſh by it. And now 
we come to a paſſage, which will teach us 
by his Example, how ſubje& the belt Mer are 
to fajlings, and how vain a thing it is, for 
any to put,conficence in his own ſtrength. 
He that hid made ſo many Aſſeverations of 
his Counſtancy, and never to forſske him, 
nor genie him, whoever did ; not only fiunk 
away with the reſt of the Diſciples, when he 
was apprehended by his Enemies; but in the 
High Pricſis Hall, when he was tax'd by ſe- 
veral Perſons, for being one of his Diſcrples, 
| which be utterly denied, and with Oat and 
Imprecations, renounced all knowledg of him. 
This was his Jaſt, and moſt dangerovs fall 
from thoſe his former Evidences of Gra:e and 
Pzcty, and of which our Saviour gave him 
warning, bur a little tefore his &pprehen- 
ſon, viz, That befcre the Creek crow'd twice, 
he ſhould denie him thrice; But thro' Goa's 


Nature, 


deſcended to the Vi:lage of Gethſemane, and j 
retiring into the Garden, he deſired Peter, 
James and Jokn, to waich for ſome time, 
whilſt he ſufferes that bitter Agcny, Bur ſce |

mercy, he ſoon was brought to a ſenſe, of 
his dangerous ' failing , and by true , and| 
imely Repentance recovered his former In- 
egrity ; 1O6r as ſoon as he heard the ſecond

Human frailty, even in thy 


Here Peter ſhewed his rather 
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bitterly. Ia fine, his fall ſeems ro hay 
proved Fntens like, his greater riſe, and after 
all bis failings was the principal Aſſertor of the 
Chriſtian Faith, and ready to ſuffer for it on 
all occahons. He was the firſt of the 4poſtles, 
to whom our Saviour appear'd alone after 
bisRefſurreFion, according to the Teſtimony 
of S. Luke, And at that time, thar he ap- 
pear'd'to ſeveral of his Diſciples, at the Sea 
of Tiberias, he was the firſt mentioned of 
them : And after he had Eat with them, of 
the Fiſh they cavght by his dire-iions, he 
 fingled out Peter, and had a particular and 
moſt affe&ionare conference with him ; the 
effet of which was the putting it home, 
whether he had a ' perculiar love for him, 
above any of the D:ſciple? To which he 
anſwered, Lord thou knoweſt I love thee; upon 
which he bid him feed hz Sheep ; and for the 
greater confirmation, all this was repeated 3 
ſeveral times. Thus oft times in Holy writ 
things anſwer Myſtically in number ; a three- 
fold Dental 18 expiated, by a threefold decla- 
ration of Love. 

After our Sawiour's Aſcenſion, the Apoſiles, 
with one conſent 1erurned to Feru/alcm, ſpend- 
ing their time for ſeveral days in Prayer, 
and: other exerciſes of Devotion : Ar laſt there 
met together of Apeſtles and other Holy 
Men, to the number of 120; S. Peter as 
prelident propounded in the name of the reſt, 
the chooſing of -another Apoſi/e in the place 
vf Judas the Apoſiate ; and for this Divine 
ofice 2 only food Candidates, wiz. Joſeph 
Barnabas firnamed Juſtus , and Matthias, 
both which had been Eye-wirneſſes of our 
Saviours Doftrin and Miracles , as alſo of 
his Death and Reſurrefion; And the choite 
being agreed upon by Lox , (atter they had 
offered up their Preycrs to GOD to diie-t 
them in their choiſe),the Lor tell on Matrh:as; 

The Feaſt of Pentecoſt, ſo calicd as being 
the 5oth day from the Paſſover , they all 
met to receive the Holy Ghoſt as was promiſed 
| [them ; and accordingly the Holy Ghoſt def- 
cended on them, in cloycn Tongaes, infpire- 
ing them to ſpeak all Languages,tor the betrer 
enabling them to propagate the Goſpel among 
the Gemtiles av igat large taken notice of iu the 
21374 Diſcourſe ,cutiruled Pejecoſt, ro Which 
I refer the Reader. S. Peter made it clear ro 
them that heard ang ſaw what hapned to 
[hem ; That the Dufrin, Miroll8,. Death, 
WS Yerreffion and Aſcenſion of our Saviour, 
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| rowing. of the Cork, he went out, and wept were bur the fulfilling of thoſe Scriptures,that

had been fo plainly Propheſied of them. By 
this Divine Sermon, Which (nexr after thoſe 
of our Saviours) was the firlt, by which the; 
Goſpel was preached, he converted no leſs 
than 3000, who were Baptized, and made 
Members of the Church, © And immediarely 
atter Miracles began amongſt the Apoſilcs, 
the firſt viſible one being done by Peter, 
when he and E. John going to the Temple ar 
the 9th hour, ſecing a lame man lying to 
beg for Alms, reftored him to his Limbs ; 
as is taken norice of in the 214th Diſccurſe, 
which Miracle brought a Concourſe of People 
about him ; which taking advantage of, told 
them , That what was done, was nor by any | 
Skill of his, but by the Power, and in the! 
name of that C/hr:ff, whom they had Cruci-| 
fied ; Exhortivg them withal , ſeriouſly to | 
reflect upon what they had done, in Cruc:-| 
lying the Lord of Life ; and to expiate fo 
Horrid a Crime, by a timely Repentance and 
a true Faith in' him for the furure : By this 
Exhortation, and probably S. Jehr's Preach- 
ing in another place, there were brought into 
the Church no fewer than $000 Seals. 
This Preaching of the Apoſtles, gave great| 
offence to the Prieſts and Sadducees, who 
calling to their aſſiſtance the Captain of the 
Temple, Commander of the Tower of Antonia ; 
they ſeized them, and brought them before 
the Sanhedrim, or Grand Council of the 
Jews, as diſturbers of the public Peace ; and 
when rhey were asked *by what Authority 
they thus proceeded ; S. Peter boldly an-! 
ſwer'd,, That they ated in the name of that; 
Jeſus of Nazareth, whom they Crucified, and! 
who (tho' rejetlied by them) was made the 
Head of the Corner, and for whoſe Death 
they ouglit heartily ro Repent, it they ex- 
pected Salvatim. Being \Commanded ro 
withdraw, whilſt the Council debated whar to 
do; as ſoon as they were called in again, | 
the Reſult was,That rhey ſhould Preach this 
Dofrin no more ; which they reſolutely re-1 
fuled to obey, ſaying, They were bound co 
obey GOD more than them: But in regard} 
the Council were not able ro contragift the} 
Mtr acle, they were orced againit their will.ro 
yeild- to the troth thereot, and knew not 
what further to ſay to them; ſo that for tbar 
time they were diſmilt ; and coming. to theis 
Company , related to them what hapnz:d 
who gave. Glor) ro GOD, tor their ſate del 
VCrances | 
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As S. Peter was higheſt in Dignity, ſo he 
appeared greateit in Authority, ſhewing him- 
ſelf a Prince, and a Judge wmong(t his own 
People; And it was by general conſent agreed 
amongſt them, that as they were all oe in 
Mind and Heart, ſo they ſhould be one in 
| Eſtate of Livelyhood, Rich and Poor all (hare- 
ting alike, ſo that ' thoſe that had Eſtates, 

were to ſell them, and put the Mony into a 
common ſtock, to be equally divided : Among 
the reſt, Ananizs with Saphira his Wite, 
conſented to fel] his Eſtate , and bring in 
the Mony, but keeping back part: thereof, 
were ſtruck dead ; the relation of which, 1s 
in the 215th Diſcourſe. This ſevere proceed- 
ing, gave terror to all that ſaw or heard it, 
and was 2 ſufficient warning fof others, to be 
f guilty of the like Decert, or. Hypocriſie : Every 
day the Apoſtles were fam'd, and reſorted 
unto more and more, inſomuch that the Szck 
Pe ſons,” were brought our-into the Srreets in 
Corches, only for the benefit of Peters Sha. 
dow , and hereby greater Numbers were 
da vly brovght into the Church. 

Theſe things could not but give freſh di 
taſt to the Rulers vi the 
ready to burſt with Envy, to ſee the Church 
ſo flouriſh ; for no ſooner were they caſt in- 
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tie Priſcn Do:rs fly open, to let them out : 
In vain it is to lock the Prijcn Dzers, which 
Heaven velolves to open. Wora being 
brought to the Sanhedrim, rhat the Priſcners 
were at Liberty, an@ Preaching in the Tem: 
le, they were again fcnt for, and by the 
High Fricſt tax'd of their djlobedience, in 
afing contrary to rhe Councils Order ; ro 
which Pcter gave anſwer to the ſame effect, 
as betore : And Gamaliel, a Perſon of mo: e 
Senſe, Grace and Learning than the reſt ; of 
ter the Apoſiles were withdrawn, prudently 
adviſed them, and gave them caution,” 16t 
to proceed fo violently ; or Caich he, if theje 
things be of GOD, they will ſtand, if net 
they will fail of themſelves ; upon this they 
ordered the Apoſtles to be Scourged, and with 
command not toPreach any more,releafed them 
Not long after Perer, being. deputed to 
gether with 7o/m, by the whole Body of the 
Apeſtles ar jeruſalem, to go to Samara, 
and John with Philip ; while he liaied 
th:1e, he emploied his time in conjerring the 
Gifts of the Holy Ghoſt, upon the nev Con- 
verts of Phriip, Ly Impolitioy of Hamds , 
whereby they were enabled in a great mnea- 
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( 
Jews , who wer 


to Priſcu, but an Angel from Heaven makes 


ure, to perform theſe Miraculous ures, th 

Apoſiles themelves did. This being obſer. 
ved by one Simon, {irnamed Magi, who 
was a great pretender to the Magic Arts, and 
thereby endeavoured to gain himſelf a Re- 
putation among the common People; and ra- 
ther out of Ambition, to advance his Fame 
by ſuch miraculous Works, than for any 
deſire to imitate the Apoſtles in their Piery ; 
off:red a conſiderable piece of Mony, to be 
endowed with this ſo excellent Gift, having 
(as he thought) rendred himſelf the moie 
capable, by intruding himſelf an Hypocrite, 
into the number of Believers, under the Bap. 
tization of Philip; But Petey both knowing 
the corruption ot h's Heart, and diſdaining 
{uch an iaſolent miſtake,as to think he would 
beſtow the Gift of the Holy Ghoſt for Mony, 
rejeted his Propoſition with a deteſtation, 
ſomewhat like a Curſe ; ſaying, Thy Mony 
periſh with thee ; which Words fo terrified 
him, that he ( at leaſt ' in outward appear- 
| ance) cryed Peccav:, and beg'd the Apoſtles 
interce{lion to GOD for his Pardon. 

The Church thus ſetled in Samaria, the 2 
Apoſtles, aſter ſome time ſpent in Preaching 
in the adjacent /7oges, return'd to Fernſa- 
lem; irom whence after a little time, - Peter 
went to vitit the Churches, which thoſe Diſ- 
 czples had planted, that were diſperſed by the 
late Perſecution. At Lidda he cur'd Zneas, 
who had Jaid Beard of a Palſcy for 8 years, 
From Lidaa, upon the fame of this Mira- 
c:e , he was ſent for to Joppa, where Tabie 
tha, Called in Greek Dorcas, a woman much la- 
mented tor her P:ety and C/zarity, being newly 
Deed ; he by his Preys raiſed her to Lite 
again; atter wh ch he ſtaicd there ſome time, 
at the Houſe of $8171.0y the Tanner ; where 
one cay, when he hae been at Prayer in the! 
upper Room, being Hungry, he called for 
Ment, wiich while it was pieparing he fell 
into a Trance ; in which he had a Y:fon of 
a </ect, let dawn from Heaven, containing, 
all ſorts of Creatures, Clean and Unclean, 
attended with a Yoyce, ſaying Riſe Peter, 
kill and Eat ; for which ſee more art larg in| 
the 2 3 9t-2 Diſceur/e. 

Whilſt S. Pcter diſcoorſed and preached 
to Cornelis and his Company , the Holy 
Ghoſt tc] upon ſeveral of the Auditory, and 
anfpired them with the Gift of Temgues ; at 
which, the Fews, that accompanied him thi- 
tle: wereWMnuzed, und loukt blank ; on the 
Uikur 1ide $, Perer told them, there was nd. 
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reaſon, why theſe men believing ſhomld not 
be Baptized : Ar this the very Apoſil:s , and 
Brethren at Jeruſalem took offence, ard at 
his return to Jeruſalem , charged him with 
too much favour to the Genz:les. See the 
force of old Cuſtoms, thoſe that had embrac'd 
the very Religion built upon Charity , could 
not yet quit the old Anitoſity of their Coun- 
ftrey , towards people of all other Nations, 
but their own ; yer at laſt they were con- 
vinced by the reaſons he gave them , and 
rendred GOD thanks for their Conviction. 
However this Controverſie was not ſo eaſily 
determined ; for after our Apoſtles miraculous 
deliverance by an Angel from the [priſons 
mens of Herodes Antipas, Grandchild © 
Herod the great, by whom he was dcligned 
to be put to Death, as S. James had been but 
lately before ; the Jewiſh Converts contend- 
ing tor Circumciſton , and the obſervance of 
the Moſaical Law, to be jryned with the pro- 
felſion of the Chriſtian Faith, as equally ne- 
cellary for Salvation : The Gentiles on the 
other ſide maintaining, that the J#1a:ick Law 
was aboliſh't, and that the Faith and pro- 
ſeſſion of the Goſpet was ſufficient for Salva- 
tion, The beit expedient that could be 
thought on for accomodating of rheſe mat- 
ters, and compoling of the differences be- 
twixt them, was, that a general Comunci! cf 
the Apoſiles, and chief of the Brethren ſhouid 
be called and mcet at Jeruſalem ; which be- 
ing at laſt reſolved on, the Co:m7il was cho- 
ſen and met, where aſter the things in Con- 
troverſie, had been tor ſome tine debated, 
S. Peter (to whoſe Authority all the reſt ſub. 
ſcribed, ) made it appear that the Gentiles had 
{received as great a Portion of the Spirit, as 
any of the relt, and were as capable of Sa!- 
vation, by the meer grace of the Goſpel, as 
the Jews that pretended -to an additional Me. 


Law. And in -onclulion, it was carried ac- 
cording to Peters Semtence, and to that pur- 
poſe, the Decrees of this Conncil were ſent 
abroad, for the fatisfy.ng Mens minds , and 
putting an end to the Contentions theſe Diſ- 
putes had raiſed. Nov ſooner was this Comun- 
cil broke up, but S. Peter: went to  Anticch, 
where after all the Chriſtian Prudence and 


Charity, he had fo lately ſhewed in the Coun» 


cl at Fernſalem, and -his excellent ordering 
of affairs art the Houſe of Cornelius, and bis 
familiar converſe with the converted Gentiles 


| at 2ntioch, at his firſt coming there, yet fell 
, 
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rit, by joyning the obſervation of the Moſaick 


into an Error which ſeemed to gontradid al 
that he had done before ; for apon the com 
ing of certain Fewifh Brethren, out of reſpe 
to them, and tor fear of their -Diſpleaſure, o 
a ſudden left rhe company of theſe Gentiles 
with whom he had before contracted a Friend- 
ſhip, ſhunning them as perſons Unclean, 
which was a great amazement and diſheart. 
ning tothem , and an example to the con- 
verted Jews, to make the like Separation ; 
even Bafnabes himſelf, being drawn in by 
the example cf others ; the conſequence of! 
which could be no lefs than the hindrance of 
the Goſpels Propagation ; inſomuch that Paul 
tho bur a Jate Convert, was highly concern'd 
ro ſee Peters weak carriage 1n this afar ; 
and thereupon took upon him to withitand 
him Face ro Face, and reprove h m ſeverely 
for it» And thus far reacheth the account of 
vur Apoſtles Life and TranjaFins, as taken 
from the 4 Evangeliſts, and the AFs of rhe 
Apoſites : For the remainder of his Life until 
his Death, we mult depend upon the Faters 
and ancient Writers of the Primitive Church, 
whoſe teltimony alſo might ſuiEciently paſs, 
were it builc upon ſure ; roofs, and not for the 
mo!t part conjz:<tural. 

Eujebius attims, that the time he was at 
Antioch, he there Founded a Church, and was 
the firſt Biſhop thereof, What became of him 
atter his deliverance from Herods I4priſone 
ment, 1s not certainly knewn ; ſome ſay he 
preacned at Bizantiam , and the Countrics 
thereabouts for ſomeatlme ; after which he 
is ſaid to go to RomeWiind to have arrived 
there inthe 24 year of Claudius : Thit he 
went to Rome, and ſtayed there ſome time, 
15 an Opinion too generally reccived , to be 
much diſputcd, and probably he rook his firtt 
aboie among his Countrey-men the Jews, mn 
that part calicd the Tranſiyberine Rel:gicn, 
where they are ſaid to have planted themſelves 
ever {ince the time of Auguſius;, bur we are 
told, that removing from thence to preach 
to the Gentzles , he was received -inio the 
Houſe of one Pudens , a nan Senator, new- 
ly converted to the Faith ; and that in this 
C:ty he met with Philo, ſirnamed JFudeus, who 
came Emvaſſauor to Rome, in: favour of the 
Jews at Alcxanaria, with whom he contra 
ded an intimate fimiliarity. 
| Much about this time Baroxius thinks 
was that he wrote his firſt Epilt/e -ro* the 
Churches he had planted in Aſia the lefs, win 
Pontus, Galatia,” Cappadocia, Bithynia, On. 
: R 3 SM, 
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Mirk, as he obſerves, being with him, at. 
he writing vt this Epiſtle, in his Journey to 
gypr, whither he was going to preach the 
ſel. The Jews being for fome kind of 
edition or Uproar, in the City baniſht by an 
i& of Claudius, and in thelatter end of his 
Reign , S. Peter 1s generally believed. with 


Trhe reſt to have Icft Kome , after which we 


hear vo more of him as to any particular, 
till the latter end of Nero's Reign , when he 
returned to Rome. That he went on -in his 
paintul Miniſtry, in ſome part of the World 
or other, is uot to be doubted; but whether in 


Italy, Sicily, or Africa, or the more Eaſtern 


parts, is matter only of bare conjecture ; 
ſome ſtick nor alſo to affirm, ( but from no 
ſufficient authori'y, ). that he was ſome time 
in this our I{land of Great Britain. 

Being returned to Rome , he found the 
minds-of Men otherwiſe difpoſed than he ex- 
peed, being prepoſleſt with the ſubtile cheats 
and devices of Simou the Magician, where- 
with he had gained himſelf ſo great applauſe 
®mong the Vulgar, that he was eſteemed lit- 
tle teſs than a Diety, and was in high eſteem 
with Nero himſelf , who was a paiticular fa 
vourer of Magicians , and their Diabolital 
Afts. Now Peter's main buſineſs was, to un- 
mask this viie Impoſior, and lay - open his 
p:evaricating Tricks and Deluſions ; for eſfet- 
ing of which there hapned a very fit occaſion 
not tv be here omitred , ſince delivered b 
Hcgeſippus the younger, an Auchor of no {mall 
account, and c” ntemperary with S. Ambroſe. 
There died ar. WT young Gentleman 
near of kin ro the eraur ; for the raiſing 
of whom to Life rhe conreſt was, between S 
Peter and the Magician, who being the Chal. 
Jenger, the Apeſile (ſtrong in Faith) readil 
accepted the Challenge, and cffeted that by 


thus batted, and in danger of being ſtoned to

ty reſcued him, had again ihe preſumption, 
or folly to make anaher bold undertaking,

lorious Light ſhot full upon him, and the 
eſt that were with him, fo that they fell to 
he Ground in great amazement , and at the

Thus far we have made an entrance into 
the Life and As of this great ApoſHe, with 
which there is ſcarce any thing equally me- 
morable in Hiſtory ; nor could the further pro- 
ſecution thereof have been omitted, but that 
all The Travels of this Apoſtle in the purſu- 
ance of his Miniſtry , from the time of hig 
Converſion, to the laſt of his being at Rome, 
with the moſt principal Tranſa#ions, and the 
ſeveral Accidents that hapned to him therein , 
are already related in the expolition of the 
Map of the Voyages of the Apoſiles, and more 
particularly thoſe of S. Pau! ; to' which for 
Javoyding needleſs Repetitions, the ſequel of 
his Life may not unhtly be referrd.

When he went from Athens 10 Corinth, 
'tis ſaid he wrote his firſt Epiſtle to the Theſſa- 
lonians, which he ſent by Silas and Timothy, 
who returned during his ſtay ; and before his 
war ture he wrote his 2d Epiſile to them, to, 
excuſe his not coming to them as he pr omiſed 
in his firſt. Not long after at Epheſis , he 
is faid to write his Epiſtle to the Galatians ; 
and before he leit Epheſus, he wrote his firſt 
Enifile to the Corinthians. © Moreover he ſent 
from thence by Apollos and Silas to Titus, 
whom he leſt in that 17and to propagate the 
Faith, ard had made him Biſhop thereof ; in 
which he gives him advice for the better ex- 
ecution of his Epiſcopal Office, At Macedonia, 
whither he went from Epheſus, having by Ti- 
tus received an account of the Church of Co» 
rin h's preſent ſtate of Aﬀairs, he ſeat by him 
at his return, when he was accompanied by 
C. Luke, his 24 Epiſtle to the Corinthians ; 
and abour the ſame time, he wrote his firſt 
Epiſtle to Timothy, whom he had leſt at Ephe- 
ſus. From Corinth he went for Macedon, 
whither he ſent his Epiſtle to the Rownans, by: 
Phebe a Deaconeſs of ths Church of Cene 
ckrea, not far from Corinth. Going thence to 
Rome, he ſent his Epiſtle to the Philippians | 
by Epaphroditus, who had been ſent from them

Things were in this ſtate when 
the Little Children weie Murther'd , which 
Fat being related to Auguſtus , employed i in 
a ſecond "Proceſs of the Father again(t the 
Son, made him utter this ſaying , (cited in 
Macrobins ) That "twere better to be Herods 
Hog, than his Sen. 

This wretched Tyrant, laden with Crimes, 
Vexation, and Years, being about 70, takes 
his Bed , and tho deſperately ill , he conti- 
nues in his ordinary Cruelty. Two famous 
Mcn, Judas and Matthias , Dofiors of the 
Law. ſeeing Wim in a condition not like to 
recover , had perſwaded their Diſciples to 
beat down * the Golden Eagle, which he ſer 
over the Gate of the Temple in honour of 
Auguſtus ; but he cauſed molt part of them 
to be burnt ar Jericho , where he had cauſed 
them to be brought : He alſo ſhut up in the 
Hypodrom, the principal Perſons of the Few! 
Nation , with Order , that they ſhould be 
knock'd on the Head, as ſoon as he Was 
dead , that the Jews might have cauſe to 
lament at his-death , tho' not for it. And
